000, for instance, the defeat of this 
one piece of legislation meant a sav­ 
ing in taxes of $100 per year.

The jury which heard the arson 
case in the circuit court this 
week 
convicted John D. Farlow, age 48, 
Anderson township farmer, on the 
first ballot at 3:30 o’clock Thursday 
afternoon, returning a verdict 
of 
guilty. Ten minutes were required 
for their deliberation. 
The defense requested that Judge 
John Craig of Greensburg, 
special 
judge who heard 
the case, 
defer 
passing judgment at that time, and 
the defendants was given over to the 
custody of Sheriff Hunt, until sen­ 
tence* is passed. 
The attorneys for 
the 
defense 
stated that an appeal to the supreme 
court would he filed, and when they 
are ready to make 
their 
appeal, 
Judge Craig will «come here, 
pass 
sentence, and arrange the 
appeal 
l>ond for the release of the defend­ 
ant during the pendency of the case 
before the higher court. 
The instructions of the court to 
the jury were to the effect that their 
verdict was to be guilty or not guilty, 
and that the matter of a fine and 
imprisonment was up to the decision 
of the court. 
The instructions set out that the 
sentence for the crime of arson, up­ 
on a verdict of guilty, was a prison 
entence of not less than two years, 
nor more than 21 years. The court 
also can include a fine of not great- 
ei than twice the value of the prop­ 
erty involved. 
According to the evidence in the 
case, and the court’s 
instructions, 
the value of the barn in 
question, 
and the contents, was placed at $5,- 
0(1(1, which would mean that the fine 
could not exceed $10,000, and that 
nothing le<s than $20 could be im­ 
posed. 
The case attracted 
considerable 
interest, especially from the Ander­ 
son township vicinity, where the de­ 
fendant resided and is well known. 
The special judge in the case inti­ 
mated that it would be 
impossible 
for him to return here today on ac­ 
count of another case in Greensburg, 
and that lie could not possibly come 
until Saturday to have any motion 
filed in the matter, which would se- 
cure the release of the prisoner.

“Remedies’* held out by the Demo­ 
crats were held up for examination 
here last night in a speech by Chair­ 
man John J. Brown of the State Tax 
Board, who also explained the de­ 
velopment of the present tax law. 
“The Democratic party in Indiana 
this year propose a limitation 
of 
tax rates,” said Mr. Brown. “When 
final analysis of this is made, you 
at once recognize this 
remedy as 
wholly impractical and 
falaeious 
for the reason that for instance in a 
county of exceeding wealth per cap­ 
ita a given rate would 
he 
wholly 
sufficient for the needs and demands 
of the people to provide suitable and 
satisfactory government in all de­ 
partments. In 
another 
county 
of 
equal or even 
greater 
population 
with much less wealth per capita 
such rate would be wholly 
inade­ 
quate to even provide necessities of 
government. 
“Some 
Indiana townships 
have 
approximately eighteen 
times 
as 
much wealth per capita per 
school 
child as other towrtfchips. This varia­ 
tion obtains not only as to schools 
but 
also 
to 
many 
other 
com­ 
parisons 
which might he 
made in 
4ike proportion. Thus, you see how 
impractical it will be to attempt to 
apply a uniform rate under such 
conditions. 
“The Democrats further offer as 
a remedy a referendum to the peo­ 
ple on the question of indebtedness 
to he assumed by the various taxing 
units. This is generally regarded by 
students of economics as wholly im­ 
practical, and in Indiana has been 
wholly unsatisfactory because in the 
past there have been statutes with 
this provision under certain circum­ 
stances and 
conditions. 
Most of 
these laws have been repealed be­ 
cause; first, those most interested in 
securing public, 
improvements 
for 
profit would lie constantly exercising 
the right to call for an election; se­ 
cond, the heaviest taxpayers 
were 
largely in the minority; third, those 
who paid little or no tax were abel 
frequently to provide remunerative 
returns for their labor; and, fourth, 
the natural disinclination 
on 
the 
part of the public to vote in special 
elections. 
“If the people would familiarize 
themselves 
with the purposes 
for 
which their money is 
being 
used, 
what amounts are being 
expended 
for the various purposes and wheth­ 
er or not it is being economically 
and judicially expended, then they 
could intelligently 
determine 
what 
department of their government was 
being administered at excessive cost

ABSENT VOTERS MAY VOTE 


Ballots Will Be Available at Clerk's 
Office Saturday 


Attention was called today to the 
section of the absent voters 
law 
which provides that any time after 
Saturday, voters who expect to be or 
have reason to believe, that they will 
be absent on election day may call 
at the 
clerk’s office in the 
court 
house Saturday or any day thereaf­ 
ter up until the election and vote, 
and their ballot will be delivered to 
the proper precinct on election day. 
In accordance with the 
recent 
construction placed on the law 
by 
the state election commission, local 
political leaders will insist that only 
voters who feel certain that they will 
he absent from their precinct Nov­ 
ember 7, sho.uld take advantage of 
the law. While the statute is intend­ 
ed to make it possible for everyone 
to vote, it is not believed proper to 
permit the use of absent voters bal­ 
lots by persons who will be able to go 
to the polls.
